SENATE. 
Sacramento, March 17,1SS0. 
The Senate met iu regular session at 10 a. if., 
President Mansfield in the chair. 
Roll called and a quorum piesent. 
The journal of yesterday was read and approved. 
TliE DE8TY C*SE. 
On rr otion of Mr. J oiixsox, the Senate took from 
the table the following report of the Committee on 
Elections: 
“ Your Committee on Elections report that Rob­ 
ert Deity is not entitled to the Beat in this Senate 
claimed by him, for the reason that he never be­ 
came a citizen of the United Slates until February 
24, 1880.” 
The Secretary read the report- 
Mr. J ohnson—Mr President, I desire to say sim­ 
ply in advocacy of the report oí the Committee on 
Elections that 1 apprehend there is no doubt in the 
mind of any Senator, nor in the mind of any citizen 
of San Francisco or San Mateo counties, as to the 
truth of the allegation or state incut in the report, 
to wits That Robert Desty was not a citizen of the 
United S ates at the time that he was nominated 
aud voted for for the office of joint Senator from 
San Franci.-co and San Mateo counties, and that he 
never became a citizen of the United States until 
the 24th day of February. 1S80. Under these circum­ 
stances there can be no doubt as to the duty of this 
Senate in the matter, which is to say that Robert 
Desty is not entitled to a seat, to declare the seat 
vacant, aud to request the Governor of the State of 
California to call a new electiou for the purpose of 
filling the vacancy. I have endeavored, to far as lay 
in my power, to examine the matter carefully, with­ 
out prejudice and without partisan bias. If*l could 
find reasons sufficient to justify me in voting to seat 
Mr. James Byrnes, I would freely do i t ; but under 
the circumstances and the testimony, I deem it for 
th« best interests of the State, and in accordance 
with what is right, that this Senate should declare 
the seat vacant, and have a new election in that dis­ 
trict. 
Mr. Chase—Ayes and nces. 
Mr. J ohnson—I move the adoption of the report. 
Mr. Enos— 1 am not aware that the resolution 
which is sought to be adopted covers the ground in­ 
cluded in the motion of the Senator from the 
Eighteenth. The resolution sinij ly declares that 
Robert Desty is not entitled to his seat The motion 
of the Senator is that the seat be declared vacant I 
am prepared to vote on ihe resolution in the form it 
is, that Mr. Desty is not entitled to his seat. 
Mr. J ohnson—The trouble with some people is 
that they are too suspicious. 
If we adopt a resolu­ 
tion declaring the feat vacant that is the end of 
the matter. It needs no further vote—no further 
motion. If the seat is declared vacant that ends 
the proposition. If the Senate desire to seat Mr. 
James Burns, it will be necessary for an amendment 
to be moved to the report, declaring that Desty is not 
entitled to the seat, and that Burns is entitled to 
the seat. Inasmuch as there is no such resolution 
before this Senate, as I understand the law and the 
practice in this and other legislative bodies, if the 
resolution or the report from the Committee on 
Elections is adopted, declaring the scat vacant, that 
ends the matter. I understand the report to be to 
that effect. The Senator from San Francisco, Mr. 
Neumann, made that addition to the report at the 
time this matter came up, and then it was upon my 
motion .that the report was laid on the table. I 
stated at that time us my reason for wishing to lay 
it upon the table, that at that time I was not pre­ 
pared to vote that Mr. Burns was not entitled to the 
neat. Now, I ain ready to vote to declare the seat 
vacant and to have a new election, and I trust that 
every Democrat upon this floor—inasmuch as the 
remarks have been made before I trust that every 
Workingman upon this floor will vote to declare 
this seat vacant, an i not leave the 320,000 people of 
San Francisco and San Mateo county unrepresented 
any longer. I am in hopes that this report w ill be 
adopted unanimously, ano that we will hear no more 
of these captious objections to the action of the 
Senate, and that all will unite in giving the people 
of that district an opportunity of filling the only 
vacant seat upon this floor. 
Mr. Esos—I call for the reading of the report. 
The Secretary read the report as above. 
Mr. Enos—I said I was in favor of the resolution, 
but it doe* not cover the motion made by the Senator 
from the Eighteenth. The adoption ot that report 
does not, in my judgment, declare the 6eat vacant. 
It is not my suspicions. I will admit that 1 have 
some suspicions about this matter. 
Mr. J ohnson—Mr. Neumann sent upan additional 
report at the request of the Senator from San Ber­ 
nardino. 
Mr. Neumann—I will explain to the gentleman 
that after the report was sent up I made a verbal 
motion that the report be adopted and the seat de­ 
clared vacant. The]report and motion were laid on 
the table. 
The Secretary read from the journal showing that 
it did not show any motion to declare the scat va- 
lant.Mr. Enos—By the adoption of that report it does 
not settle the question and declare the scat vacant. 
Mr. J ohnson—I move then to add to the motion 
that the report be adopted aud the scat declared 
vacant. 
Mr. Kane—I hope the motion will be adopted, be­ 
cause I want to be consistent in it. I admit that we 
cried out here a few days ago that 300,000 men were 
unrepresented on this floor. Now 1 hope that this 
will prevail, and that the seat will be declared va­ 
cant, and that we will elect a man, as I understand 
we are going to have an election soon in the city <»f 
San Francisco, 
it will te a means of lessening*the 
expense if this election takes place at the same time 
That is the way that 1 feel in the matter. Now, tor 
the purpose of facilitating business, I hope that this 
motion to adopt the rep- i t and declare the seat va­ 
cant will prevail, so that San Francisco and San 
Mateo may be represented in this Senate. 
The motion prevailed, by a vote of 38 ayes to 0 
noes. 
NIGHT SESSIONS. 
Mr. J ohnson called up hi» resolution providing 
for night sessions, commenciug on Monday even­ 
ing next. 
The resolution was adopted. 
Mr. Sears gave notice that he would on to-mor­ 
row move an amendment to the rules, limiting 
speeches to ten minutes. 
A CHINESE BILL. 
Mr. DiCKiNrPN moved to take up out of order 
Assembly Bill No. 405—An Act to promote emigra­ 
tion from the State (by Mr. Felton). 
The motion was lost by a rote of 19 ayes to 12 
noes—two-thirds being required. 
THE SAN FRANCISCO CHARTER. 
The San Francisco charter bill was made the 
special order for to-morrow morning immediately 
after the reading of the journal, and its considera­ 
tion continued until disposed of. 
PETITIONS. 
Mr. Chase presented a petition from female citi­ 
zens of Santa Barbara county, asking for a. 1 >cal 
option law. Referred to Committee on County and 
Town Government’. 
Mr. Enos presented a petition in favor of the re­ 
peal of the Pennsylvania avenue bill.

San Francisco delegation.

Mr. F f.lton made a report from the Swamp Land 
Committee, recommending that Assembly Bill No. 
128 do not pass. 
FIRST READING OF BILL6. 
A r umber of hills were read a first time and re­ 
ferred to appropriate committees. 
Mr. Brack Hart moved to take up the bill out of 
its order in relation to stock gambling. Lost. 
SECOND READING FILE. 
Assembly Bill No. 356—An Act giving a lien to 
persons performing labor in connection with a 
threshing machine, upon the graiu threshed by such 
machine (by Mr. Messenger). 
Mr. Spencer offered an amendment to Section 1, 
providing that the amount of hens shall not exceed 
the agreed cost of threshing. Adopted. 
Mr. Spencer also offered a new section, providing 
that the liens Bhall not apply unless a notice of this 
Act is posted ou the threshing machine, and making 
it a misdemeanor to refuse to publish such a notice 
of the Act. Mr. Spencer said the object w’as that 
farmers employing machines by contract may be 
notified of the law, and so that the laborers may 
know their r ghts. 
Mr. Matbell said if the proprietor failed to post 
such notice the laborer would be debarred from col­ 
lecting his claim. 
Mr. Tyler s..id there was no rtason for it; he 
wanted the notice posted on the grain. He moved 
an amendment to that effect. 
Mr. Carr of .Sacramento w anted the lien upon the 
property. 
He himself owned a machine, mid he 
claimed that this was wrong. The men work fur the 
machine, and should have a lien on the machine 
Mr. DuBrutz said the farmer has the benefit of 
the work and ought to be responsible. He favored 
the bill. Now, in the name of common sense and 
justice, i s-honid like to know what there is wrong 
about this bill, which has been drawn in strict com­ 
pliance with the Coles and n> to all intents and pur­ 
poses in strict accordance with the Constitution, 
which, if it means anything, is as plain as English 
language can make it, and is n andatory upon this 
Legislature. One would think, if he w ould trace 
the history of this bill through its various win dings, 
that there is something w rong about a common la­ 
borer having anything like an equal show to collect 
the mis» rabie pittance for which he hires 
himi*eif body and soul, as it were, to hard 
labor for from twelve to sixteen hours a day. 
At an early day I introduced a similar bill to this, 
which was du:y referred to the honorable Judiciary 
Committee, who, acting, as they do, rather as a Su­ 
preme Court instead of a simple committee ap­ 
pointed to asrist in making law.-, reported that some 
t w’os not crossed or some i was not dotted, and feel­ 
ingly recommended that the author be allowed to 
withdraw the same. Know ing the necessity oí .«uch 
a law, I was not discouraged, and having obtained 
assistance, 1 thought I had at least, after atliorough 
search of the Codes* produced a bill of fcutftcient 
respectability and size to attract the attention of 
some committee of less magnitude than the Judici- 
ciary, and fearing to tru»t it again in the hands of 
its enemies I requested the Speaker to refer it to the 
Committee -»n Agriculture. Bui here 1 made a fear­ 
ful mistake, for it fell into worse hands than the 
first bill, as a majority of the committee run 
thrashing machines, and they plainly showed by 
their actions that they neither knew nor cared 
whether the laborer received pay for his labor or 
not, arid consequently did not want any trouble 
about paying them. They accordingly Bat down on 
my bill, and rec mmended that it be rejected. Now 
there alwaya has been alien law for mechanics and 
sKilled workmen, bift this seenn to be a new de­ 
parture, and 
both 
committees raise their 
hands 
iu holy horror at the idea of a 
common laborer having a law to compel 
a dishonest employer to pay his honest debts. 
It has been the custom • f farmers to hire their 
thrashing done by the bushel or pound. These ma­ 
chines are owmed or hirel by men w ho hire their 
own hands, agreeing to pay them when the 
work is done ; but this they often forget to do, aud 
the men are put off from time to time, and at last, 
when it is too late, find themselves out of employ­ 
ment and of money al6o. I can find fifty instances 
in less than a week where the laborers lost their sea­ 
son’s work under such circumstances, and a number 
of machine-owners lust their pay, because the entire 
crop had been mortgaged and was hauled from the 
machine as soon as it was thrashed. The bill I have 
here presented will work no hardship to honest men, 
but merely make9 it the duty of the owner of the 
grain to see that the men are paid, and in no in­ 
stance can he be made to pay twice if he attends to 
his own business and compels the machine-owuer to 
show receipts or get an acknowledgment from the 
men releasing him from their claim, and this any 
honest man can or is willing 10 do. 
Mr. McIntosh Baid the owner of the machine pays 
bis own hands and all his expenses. The crop is 
often mortgaged so that the machine owner cannot 
get his money to pay the hands with. The law 
jhould protect both parties. 
Mr. Fox said the bill ought to be rejected or re­ 
ferred for revision. lie said this purported to be a 
bill to secure a lien upon the first commodity of 
commerce, which is subject to instant transfer to an 
innocent holder. It would defeat the object of the 
bill. He claimed that the bill was full of inconsist­ 
encies and would defeat itself. 
Mr. Chandler said it would be a great injustice 
to poor men. -Every man w ho is able to ow n a ma­ 
chi e an J payTiis help every week will get all the 
wort:, for it will be dangerous ior fanners to run 
any ri?k of having their grain attached by the un­ 
paid men. 
Mr. Tyler offered an amendment as a sub^’.itute, 
making it the duty of the farmer to pay all wages 
due to the men, and deduct the amount from the 
amount due tbe owner or lessee of the machine. 
Mr. Corcoran said all the hills go upon the hy­ 
pothesis that the machine makes money, which they 
do not. Tbe money s metimes fall short of paying 
the actual expcrues, and the farmer would have to 
make g»iod the loss. It is absurd, and the law now 
is sufficient. 
Mr. May bell favored the bill. He did not believe 
it was incongruous or inco. sistent. The bill com­ 
pares perfectly with ;he mandatory requirements of 
the Constituli an. The laboring men should have a 
lien upon everything u»»on which they have cx- 
pendtd work. 
Mr. Lane moved to postpone the discussion. 
Mr. Morse said the bill and sub-titute are both 
deficient, because they destroy the statute of ex­ 
emptions. This bill assumes that farmers are all 
well off. which is not the case. He may not be able 
to thrash $200 worth of grain, the amount exempted 
by law , and these hills would destroy that statute. 
Mr. Bruner eaid the majority of firm éis have 
small crops. If t! ere are attachments from each one 
of the laborers, the costs would eat up the entire 
crop, which would be very unjust. 
Mr. IIardv opposed the amendment. It makes 
the owner of the land where the grain is threshed 
responsible. It often happens that the grain of one 
farm is carted to another man’s field for threshing. 
The workmen should be allowed to keep possession 
of the grain until the wages ar? paid. They cannot 
follow the grain to San Francisco on the cars. 
Mr. McComas opposed the bill and the amend­ 
ment. 
Mr. Tyler said the amendment is just what is 
needed. It compels the farmer to see that the 
laborers arc paid. lie said it was a mistake that any 
one would haul his grain cfl to another man’s land 
to get rid of paying the men. 
Mr. Chandler said it was preposterous. There 
is not one fanner out of ten who can raise the 
money at the time, until he fells his grain. 
Mr. Bennett said wheu the bill was before tbe 
committee they considered it carefully, and they 
could not. recommend its passage. The author came 
before the committee, but they could not support 
the bill. They thought it unnecessary to bring this 
matter up to consume the time of the House. The 
House ought to have confidence in the report of the 
committee. 
The amendments were lost. 
Mr. SlSON moved an amendment, giving a lien 
upon the realty upon which the grain is threshed. 
Lost. 
Mr. H ershey moved an amendment to Section 2, 
so as to give a lien upon the threshing machine. 
Mr. Gorlky said that was the correct principle, 
for the owner of the machine employs the labor, 
and he should be held responsible. It is an injustice 
to hold the poor farmer for wages owing by the ma- 
chioe-owner. 
The last amendment was lost, and on a call of the 
roll ihe bill was rejected by a vote of 30 to 41. 
Assembly Joint Resolution No. 12, relative to 
government lands in the State of California (by Mr. 
Anthony). Adopted. 
Assembly Bill No. 342—An Act to add a new sec­ 
tion to the Political Code to be known as Section 
3389, in relation to the licensing of persons ineliga- 
ble to citizenship under the laws of the United 
.States engaged in the business of raiidng and selling 
agricultural and other products of the soil (by Mr. 
Adams). Ordered rear] a third time. 
Assembly Bill No. 311—An Act concerning passen­ 
gers in vessels coming to any city or poi t in the State 
of California (by Mr. McCallion) Substitute for the 
bill read andadcp ed and ordered read a third time. 
Assembly Bill No. 352—An Act prohibiting any 
company or corporation whose business is to supply 
illuminating gas or water for public use, from charg­ 
ing their consumers for pipes communicating with 
such company or corporation supply pipes, or street 
mains, and the lines of the street, or sidewalk curb 
fronting the premises to be supplied, and there mak­ 
ing connection with the pipe of the consumer (by 
Mr. Msybell). 
Mr. CÓOPKR said the (^^■nitt?e had recom­ 
mended rejection, on n P ground that it 
would conflict with the Constitution. The matter 
should be left to local authorities. 
Mr. Maybill said this was a just bill. The gas 
companies have no right to charge for laying the 
pipes and then charge for the gas cousuraed. 
Mr. Mat took issue with the report of the com­ 
mittee. He thought it was a good bill, and believed 
it perfectly constitutional. 
Mr. Gorlet said jhe was a member of the com­ 
mittee, »nd he favored the bill. It is a good, square 
bill, and ought to become law. 
Mr. Felton said he did not care whether it passed 
or not. 
But each ccnnecti n takes material and 
labor to the amount of from $18 to $100. The ag­ 
gregate expense is very large, perhaps $70,000 a 
year. The price of gas m ust be raised to meet the 
expense. It is unfair and unjust. 
On motion of Mr. Fox the word prison was in­ 
serted. 
The bill ip s ordered road a third tim*. 
Assembly Bill No. 370— An Act prohibiting any 
company or corporation, whose business is to sup­ 
ply water or illuminating gas for public use, charg­ 
ing their consumers for meters (by Mr? Maybell). 
Ordered read a third time. 
Senate Bill No. 213—An Act to amend Section 3*8 
of the Civil Code, concerning corporations (by Mr. 
Satterwhite). 
Amended by Mr. Tyler and ordered read a third 
time. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Assembly Bill No. 237—An Act to provide for the 
incorporation of mutual fire insurance companies, 
and defining their powers and duties (by Mr. 
Merry). 
Mr. Tyler said there were objections to the b:!l 
which were total. The State for years has deter­ 
mined .that all incorporated companies should be 
under general laws; but this bill proposes to say 
that no provision of the law shall apply to this class 
of companies. He wanted it indefinitely postponed. 


Mr. Brauxiiart said the bill proposed to have a 
system of competition in the insurance business, 
and open the doers for o il» r companies to come in. 
Mr. Corcoran favored tbe bill. It would enable 
farmers to organize mutual c mpanies and have a 
safe means of insurance. It was, be thought, a 
good measure. 
Mr. Sinos could see no objection to the bill. It 
was a good thing if four men with a house apiece 
should agree to pay so much to any one if his house 
is burned down. It was U tter than the present 
plan. 
Mr. Youxe favored the bill. There is, he said, a 
large class of people who are interested. The insur­ 
ance business is of gigantic importance, and of 
course legislation will meet with much opposition 
when it is proposed to extend the privileges. 
Mr. May said it was to subvert the new Constitu­ 
tion and hide money from the Assessor. 
Mr. Maybfll said it was a fight between the big 
ami little fishes. The big fish arc trying to gobble 
up the little tish. 
Mr. F a la vf. on paid part of the bill wns verv good, 
hut the meet of it was very bud. The bill was a 
fraud and a humbug, and pandering to the public to 
get their money for no consideration.- He said it 
was contrary to all principles of insurance. The 
bill allows this mutual admiration society to go 
about and take insurance, and when the property is 
all burned up, w-ho will pay the lost*. But the slo­ 
gan of “ corpo'atioi s ’’ Las been sounded, and thr* 
demagogy ».f the “ poor people” is rampant, aud 
reason will avail nothing. 
Mr. Lane said there wan jusi as much capital 
here a* there is in most of the big companies. If 
every man was his own insurer there wouldn't be so 
many large fires. 
Mr. Bekkbtt said this was a wrong principle. Its 
foundation is sand. There is nothing to back it. It 
sends out agents all over the State to rope in people. 
The who’e thing is based upon a system of credits 
which will i*.o’, bold water. Tbe htate cannot opeu 
the door f«»r such rascally pr< ceedings. 
Mr. Bruner was in favor of tbe principle under­ 
lying the bill, the.ugh he w’us not necessarily in favor 
of this bill as it stands. He believed there should 
be more insurance. 
Mr. Merry said the law was ne new thing. The 
States of New York and Pennsylvania are full of 
them. 
Mr. Fox said there was only one of these com­ 
panies in the btate of Penr rylvania that is solvent. 
Mr. Merry said the law * as over a hundred years 
old. It has been tried before. 
Mr. Fox denounced it as a violation of every 
principle upon which corporati r,s are founded. 
Here isa company without one eent of capital as a 
guarantee to the men who deul with it. It was, he 
t-aid, a most outrageous prop sitien. He did not 
propose to indorse any such an idea, and then set it 
up above the laws governing other corporations. 
It is another of those things which it is no sin to 
worship, for there is nothing iike it in the universe. 
Mr. Jitvr.KLL replied. He Faid the capital was the 
property of the corporators, which is better th-m 
tbe empty safes of the gilt-edged companies that 
now have the monopoly of the insurance business. 
The bill proposes to keep the money at home which 
goes out to European cutnimnies every year. 
Mr. Felton said two-bit dgara, Cliff House roads, 
and the wrongs of widows aud orphans, had satis­ 
fied him, and he moved the previous question. 
Lost. 
• 
Mr. McIntosh said if twenty farmers want to get 
together aud insure theinFclve3 they ought to have 
tbe right. But the old companies do not want any 
such thing, for it takes awav their most profitable 
customers. That is the whole milk in the cocoanut. 
Mr. Tyler said this was a simple arrangement tor 
Duncan right over agair, as Mr. Finlay son had so 
aptly said. Tbe President can appoint a thousand 
agents all over the world. It b one of the finest 
traps to catch gudgeons that was ever invented. 
The author said that the “ pirtics interested * 
wanted it just in this form, and it will be a curse to 
the State. 
Mr. Bruner paid tk#se corporations would be 
amenable to all the laws the 8-anie as any other 
company.

THE FATE OF THE GORLEY BILL. 


T he Gorley bill has been rejected be­ 
cause it was an attem p t to do too much. 
I t was beaten by the votes of m en m any of 
whom undoubtedly realize and deplore the 
evil influences of stock gambling, bu t who 
could not w ithout outraging th eir reason 
support a m easure w hich involved such 
sw eeping and tyrannical invasions of the 
liberties of th e citizen. 
T he raid upon 
stock gam bling was begun from an alto­ 
gether erroneous point of departure. 
I t 
ought to have been recognized as an indis­ 
pensable prelim inary to any legislative ac­ 
tion, th a t the S tate has no right to in ter­ 
fere w ith th e free scope of speculation, and 
th a t it could not do so if it desired to. 
T he prohibition of th e purchase and sale 
of interests in mines 
is as im practica­ 
ble, 
and would be 
as unw arrantable, 
as 
th e 
prohibition of 
th e 
purchase 
and sale of any 
other description of 
property. 
The justification for legislative 
interference can only arise when there ia a 
clear question of fraudulent representations 
or proceedings of any kind. 
In th e public 
interest it is bath ju st and desirable th at 
illegitim ate stock-dealing should be pu t 
under prohibition to the e x te at th a t its 
suppression is possible. 
All sham m ining 
enterprises, know n as “ w ild-cat,” for ex­ 
am ple, are fair legislative game. 
So, also, 
are w hatever m ethods of m aking sham 
sales and purchases are employed to de­ 
ceive stock-dcalers. W herever the tain t of 
fraud can be detected iu the usages of the 
stock-m arket, there th e Legislature may 
w ith good w arrant p u t its finger. 
Beyond 
this, however, it cannot go w ithout doing 
more harm th an good ; w ithout, in fact, 
so violating the freedom of action wliich 
ia th e right of the individual th at any law 
of th e kind would certainly be rejected 
by 
the 
Courts. 
B ut 
it 
w ould 
be 
absurd to suppose th a t the passion for ac­ 
quisition, which is th e controlling influence 
in stock speculation, can be elim inated by 
an A ct of the Legislature. 
W hatever the 
consequences of such a passion upon the 
progress and coudition of society, they 
w ill have to be endured u n til the tem pta­ 
tions to gam bling in stocks disappear. 
So 
long as occasional prizes are won in the 
lottery the public w ill buy t 
k 
. 
.Tor is 
th is a local peculiarity, b ut u 
ssity of 
hum an nature. 
Speculation is the rule of 
all hum an undertakings, th e enterprises 
w hich are not speculative bciDg th e excep­ 
tions. 
Against that inherent disposition 
the moralist and the lawmaker will shatter 
their energies in vain. 
It docs not follow, 
however, that there is no room for reform 
in th e slock business. 
On the contrary, 
there is ample opportunity for drastic 
legislation in regard to the management 
of mining companies, the keeping and publi­ 
cation of accounts, the securing of full pub­ 
licity for all developments, th e creation of 
remedies for th e notorious frauds which 
have occurred in the levying and disburse­ 
m ent of assessments and dividends, the 
protection of the stockholders against con­ 
spiracies in th e direction, and many other 


points the proper regulation of which is 
imperatively demanded, and would do 
mnch towards restoring the legitimacy of 
the business. 
The failure of the Gorley 
bill ought not to prevent th e friends of 
reform from urging a b etter and more 
practicable measure, and we hope th at 
such a bill will be introduced and pushed 
forward. 
A rational and businesslike 
statute, covering such points as we have 
indicated, is in fact strongly needed, and 
while it could not be opposed by honorable 
men, it would do much to protect the 
public.

are th e Parks, Cham berlain, Carr, the 
Young substitute bill, and th e Brooks 
bill. 
The latter, however, m ust not be 
confounded w ith the m easures which pro­ 
pose to deal actively w ith th e debris ques­ 
tion, being in fact introduced m erely to 
secure the continuance of investigation on 
the subject, and to prevent th e loss to the 
S tate of th e results of inquiries which 
have already been begun. 
Of th e bills 
which propose more or les9 comprehensive 
plans, th e Y oung su b stitu te unquestion­ 
ably fulfills the general requirem ents more 
nearly th an any other. 
I t is the m atured 
result of criticism and discussion, and 
it is free from every one of th e objections 
which have been urged against the other 
propositions. 
The apparent im practica­ 


bility of securing such a scheme of district­ 
ing for assessm ent purposes as would 
satisfy taxpayers and 
fulfil! 
the 
p u r­ 
poses 
aim ed 
at, 
should 
lead 
to 
the 
substitution of th e principle of general 
taxation for tlTe original m ethod of dis­ 
tric t taxation. 
Thus th e argum ents of ob­ 
structionists about “ m ortgaging” this or 
th a t portion of th e S tate will fall to the 
ground, and thus the apprehensions of tax ­ 
payers would be relieved. 
The Young 
substitute 
also abandons 
the 
plan of 
an 
appointed 
Commission, 
as 
th a t 
proposition 
aroused 
some 
opposi­ 
tion. 
I t 
m akes 
the 
Governor and 
certain other S tate officers ex officio Com­ 
missioners, to act in concert w ith the State 
and th e Consulting Engineers. 
I t provides 
th at a comprehensive system of darns to 
impound the debris in tne m ountains, and 
of dykes to confine and increase the ve­ 
locity of the river currents, shall be u n ­ 
dertaken w ith as little delay as possible. 
And it proposes th a t th e cost of these 
works shall be defrayed by general tax a­ 
tion. 
These are th e salient points of the 
Young substitute bill, and it Í3 only 
necessary to state them to m ake it ap­ 
parent th a t th e objections 
which have 
been raised to the P arks bill are in no re­ 
spect applicable to this m easure. 
I t is, we 
believe, the best adjustm ent of w hich the 
situation adm its. 
I t provides for a com­ 
prehensive relief scheme, which, if th e en­ 
gineers understand th eir profession, prom ­ 
ises to cure th e debris evil effectually, and 
iu doing so to restore large tracts of valu­ 
able land1 to productive uses. I t embodies 
all th at engineering science has ascertained 
in the premises, and it is, in fact, th e only 
thoroughly practical and efficient bill yet 
draw n cn the subject. 
I t provides for 
doing precisely w hat thtf engineers declare 
to be necessary, and w ith th e changes 
suggested 
it w ould provide 
m eans of 
accomplishing th e w ork w hich ought to be 
accepted by all who really desire th a t the 
debris question should be settled. 


The principle of general taxation once 
introduced to this subject will, wc believe, 
find general acquiescence. 
T he interest of 
the S tate in th e solution of th e problem is 
certainly not less th an th a t of the Federal 
G overnm ent, and if it is equitable to de­ 
m aud th a t th e en tire nation shall be taxed 
for sucli a purpose, as is done when we ask 
Congress to m ake an appropriation from 
the national Treasury, it m ust be even 
more obligatory upon all th e people of 
California to contribute tow ards an under­ 
taking their in terest in w hich ¡3 direct 
and tangible. 
The enterprise indeed is so 
clearly one of S tate concernm ent th at 
it 
should 
require 
little 
argum ent 
to 
convince m em bers of the propriety of 
providing for it in the m anner proposed. 
The single consideration tiiA its accom­ 
plishm ent involves the addition of large 
property values to the assessment roll, shows 
th at as a business investm ent it is thor 
oughly sound. 
A part from questions of 
compensation, however, the sufferers from 
the debris can tak e th eir stand firmly upon 
the equities of th eir case. 
The S tate re­ 
quires th a t the w orking of the hydraulic 
mines should not be suspended. 
T hat 
being the ease, th e State is obviously bound 
to see th a t the results of w orking the h y ­ 
draulic m ines are not disastrous to th e in­ 
terests of any portion of th e community. 
The right of th e S tate to regulate the af­ 
fairs of th e com m unity is no divine p re­ 
rogative, b u t a condition grow ing out of the 
social contract. 
This condition implies 
the extension of equal protection to all the 
citizens, as an equivalent for th e sarronder 
by ail citizens of certain rights. 
The State 
can never evade its duty tow ards auy 
p art of th e com m unity w ithout a t the 
same tim e abrogating its authority. 
The 
claim of th e debris sufferers for State 
help is therefore incontrovertible, and the 
plan of revenue proposed for the Y oung sub­ 


stitu te would be at onco th e mo3t natural 
and equitable th at can be devised. The fact 
th a t no other bill m eets th e engineering 


requirem ents of the case ought to give this 
the preference. 
I t is well and thorough­ 
ly guarded, it is in full harm ony w ith the 
best dem onstrated theories on the subject, 
and we therefore bespeak for it favorable 
consideration. 
Those m em bers who have 
visited the devastated districts for them ­ 
selves, and who have seen the scope of the 
destructive agencies now a t work iu the 
hydraulic mines, do not need to be told 
th a t the case is an urgent one, but we 
tru st th a t they will use th eir own experi­ 
ence to further a m easure which is more 
fraught w ith beneficent influences than any 
law now before the Legislature.

A ssuredly th is is not a step in 
advance, bu t a step backw ard. 
I t is an 
acknow ledgm ent of tbe failure of repub­ 
lican institutions, and nothing less can be 
inferred from it. 
Do th e people of San 
Francisco seriously believe th a t th ey can 
regain the status of w hich K earneyism 
has 
deprived them , 
by establishing a 
Vigilance 
C om m ittee 
in 
perm anence? 
Surely it is not by dividing th e com m unity 
iuto tw o arm ed cam ps th a t th e apprehen­ 
sions of capital are to be allayed, th a t im ­ 
provem ents are to be encouraged, 
th a t 
commerce is to be revived, th a t industry 
is to be lifted out of th e slough ? 
The 
Council of Two H undred m ay be very in­ 
telligent and farseeing men, though the 
fact th a t th ey have tolerated K earneyism 
for three years does n ot say m uch for th eir 
judgm ent ; b u t if they have decided upon 
adopting th is astonishing plan as a m aster 
stroke of executive policy’, we fear they 
are doom ed to discover, in no long tim e, 
th a t they have blundered. 


It is now asserted that the San Fran­ 
cisco Citizens’ I’rotective Union has not 
made any compromise with the mob lead­ 
ers, and that the latter have tendered their 
submission in a liumble frame of mind. 
One paper solemnly states that it “ has re­ 
ceived assurances’’ to the effect that “ an 
era of prosperity is about to dawn ” upon 
the city, and that the Citizens’ Protective 
Union has guaranteed the early and suc­ 
cessful productii q ^ f this phenomenon by 
resolutely determining not to disband. 
If 
tbia kind of vicarious and m isty “ assur­ 
ance ” satisfies the people of San Francisco, 
all we can say is that they are very easily 
contented. 
But it is rather painfuliy ap­ 
parent that as yet they have no substantial 
grounds of satisfaction, and that in fact 
all that has come to light since the or­ 
ganization of 
the 
Citizens’ 
Protective 
Union 
is 
the 
reverse 
of 
satisfac­ 
tory. 
To show how unstable 
is the 
situation we may cite the fact that on the 
very day when this mysterious “ assurance” 
of peace and prosperity was vouchsafed to 
an expectant public, a statement appeared 
showing that a President of one of the W ork­ 
ingmen’s Ward Clubs had just been ex­ 
pelled for offering some resolutions con­ 
demning the use of incendiary language. 
Certainly this docs not k e k much like an 
indication of that repentance and resolve to 
behave better which the sand-Iot leaders 
are said to have professed. 
Nor is it easy 
to perceive how the dawning of a new era 
of prosperity is to be brought about by the 
permanent session of a Vigilance Commit­ 
tee. 
The proposition really looks a good 


TEE PENSION RCLL. 


The demagogism w hich iu th e present 
sta te of politics is inseparable from Con­ 
gressional policies, has resulted in saddling 
upon the country an enormous bill for pen­ 
sions.

pensioners.

fact it seems to be thought possible th at 
by sending a batch of full-flavored China- 
phlle E astern men w ith him, he m ay he 
lost sight of in the crowd, and so not give 
offense to the Chinese foreign office. 
We 
do not know how M r. Sw ift likes this sug­ 
gestion of getting rid of th e em barrassm ent 
of his California associations m uch as the 
Irishm an got rid of th e bad half-crown, fey 
shuffling it in among a handful of half­ 
pence, and so passing it off. 
A nd on the 
whole the mission situation is not particu­ 
larly flattering to California, either.

Forgery and Attempted Murder by a Bos­ 
ton Merchant.

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Affairs at th e National C ap ital. 
[Special to the R kcord-U n io n .] 
W ashington, M arch 17th.—Quickly fol­ 
lowing the representations made bv Congress­ 
men Horace Davis and Crapo before the 
House Committee on Appropriations yester­ 
day, the committee to-day authorized their 
Chairm an to offer the following as an amend­ 
m ent to the pending Deficiency bill, and the 
House this afternoon unanimously adopted 
it, viz.: " T h a t the Secretary of the Treasury 
be and is hereby authorized to employ one of 
the revenue marine steamers now on the P a­ 
cific coast for the relief of the officers aud 
crews of the whaling barks M ount W ollas­ 
ton and Vigilant, now imprisoned in the 
Arctic ocean, and such sum of money, not 
exceeiling $6,000, as may be necessary to 
prepare, strengthen and equip such steam 
cutter and carry out the object of this pro­ 
vision, is hereby appropriated.” 
T he House also to-day agreed to an item in 
the deficiency bill appropriating $7,000 to 
complete a first-class fog signal on the South 
Farallones Island before the beginning of 
the foggy season. 
Representative Pacheco has recently re­ 
ceived a num ber of letters setting forth the 
urgent necessity of providing for the repair 
of the lighthouse a t Point Conception, which 
has been seriously injured by earthquakes 
aud other cam-es. 
H e has introduced a bill 
appropriating §38,000 for this purpose, and 
iu company with Horace Davis he called at 
the office of the Lighhouse Board to-day, and 
secured additional promises of hearty co­ 
operation on their part in the work of hasten­ 
ing favorable action on the bill by Congress. 
Senator Farley to-day introduced a bill, 
which, in order to facilitate the delivery of 
letters on the Pacific coast and the speedy re­ 
turn to the writers of such as are refused or 
cannot be delivered, directs the Postmaster- 
General to establish a Dead L etter Office at 
San Francisco, and authorizes him to pre­ 
scribe such rules and regulations for its m an­ 
agement as he may deem pioper and neces- 
eary. 
It is reported to-day, on w hat Beems to be 
excellent authority, th at very serious dis­ 
agreements have arisen between the Presi­ 
dent and Secretary Sherman. 
I t is quite 
certain th at not only in the Pinchbaok ease, 
lint in other dispositions of the patronage 
of the Treasure Departm ent, the President 
has gently intim ated to Mr. Sherman that 
criticism was sure to be directed to the use or 
attem pted use of the Treasury patronage to 
promote Presidential aspiration.-; of the head 
of the D epartm ent, and th at lie (the Presi­ 
dent), no m atter w hat his personal feelings 
m ight be, could not he held, even by impli­ 
cation, as consenting to sueh proceedings. 
This, it is said, has resulted in such a condi­ 
tion of feeling th at M r. Sherm an’s retire­ 
m ent from the Cabinet is quite likely, and it 
is a-'scrted by some of those who profess to 
be posted th at the date of such retirement 
will lie immediately after the Chicago Con­ 
vention.

W a s h in g to n , March 17th.—The bill rem oving the 
political disabilities of Roger A. Pryor was passed. 
Hampton, from the Military Committee, reported 
a bill to complete the survey of Gettysburg- battle­ 
field, movements of troops, etc. 
Placed on the 
calendar. 
Burnside introduced a bill for a perm anent con­ 
struction fund for the navy. 
Referred. 
Pending debate on private bills the m orning hour 
expired, and the Senate resumed consideration of 
the star route deficiency bill, the pending question 
being on the committee's am endm ent prohibiting an 
increase of trips on the star routes during the re­ 
m ainder of the fiscal year. 
The discussion w&8 participated in by Blaine, 
Plum b, Call, Davis of West Virginia, Beck, Sauls- 
bury and others, when the bill was read a third 
time and passed without division. 
The bill as passed reads : 
Be it enacted, etc., That the sum of £1,100,000, or 
so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby ap­ 
propriated to m eet the expenses of inland mail 
transixjrtatioii on the star routes for the remainder 
of the current fiscal year. 
During the rem ainder of 
the current fiscal year no further expediting of the 
service on any postal star ruute shall be made. 
Section 2 One hundred thousand dollars is ap­ 
propriated, as aforesaid, to enaole the Postmaster- 
General to place new service, as authorized by law ; 
provided the Postmaster-General shall not thereaf­ 
te r have power to expedite the service under ary 
contract, either now existing or hereafter «riven, at a 
rate of pay exceeding fifty per cent, upon the con­ 
tract as originally let. 
Section 3. Fifty thousand dolían is appropriated 
as aforesaid for public printing, including the cost 
of printing the Congressional Record, it being part 
of the deficiency for the current fiscal j'ear. 
Section 4. Nothing in this Act contained shall be 
deemed or construed to affect the validity or legality 
of the acts or omissions of any officer of the United 
States, or to affect any proceeding therefor. 
Garland moved that the Senate take up the House 
bill for the establishm ent of title in the Hot 
Springs and for other pu: poses. Agreed to. 
A djourned.

W a s h in g to n , March 17th.—The Hou-e went into 
Committee of the Whole on the Deficiency Appro­ 
priation bill. 
Garfield criticised Eeverely the purpose of the 
Democratic party in refusing to appropriate money 
for special Deputy M arebals.but appealed in conclu­ 
sion to the Democrats to prevent the disasters which 
their party loaders were bringing upon the country, 
and expressed his belief th at such a vote would be 
had on th.s bill aB would tot a t rest the poor dregs 
of the extra session. 
The discussion was continued by Burrows, who 
declared his conviction th at the purpose of the Dem­ 
ocratic party was to steal the next Presidency, to 
which Springer replied by charging the Republican 
party with stealing two or three States in the last 
Presidential election. 
McMahon replied to Garfield and Burrows, and 
then W arner took the floor. 
At the conclusion of 
his speech the general debate closed, and the bill 
w as read by sections. 
In the debite on the Deficiency Appropriation bill, 
Hayes, from the committee, defended the Pub ic 
P riuterfrom the attacks made on him, charging 
th at lh 2 Democrats were trying to gain possession 
of the printing office by raising a cry of fraud. 
Gaifield compared the present printing arrange* 
merit with th at before the war, when in four years 
$100,000 had been contributed ou t of the printing 
fund for political purposes. 
McMahon had made an 
uncontradicted statem ent th at the Democrats would 
appropriate nothing for special Deputy Marshals, 
and that they cared nothing w hether the law was 
constitutional or not, thus throwing contem pt on 
the Supreme Court, which had declared it constitu­ 
tion»!. 
McMahon had not declared for his party 
th at the law was unconstitutional, b u tth at his party 
would not obey it. 
Congress, sworn before God to 
support tbe supreme law’ of the land, was invited 
by 
the 
gentlemen 
to lead 
the law-breakers 
of the 
land 
By 
far 
the 
greatest 
danger 
to the Republic to-day 
was 
the 
spread 
of 
law-breaking. 
It was hardly tolerated on the sand 
lota of .San Francisco, and the chief law-breaker 
there had taken yesterday his sentence to penal 
servitude. 
W hat dare Congress say to Denis Kear­ 
ney and his a89ociat.es, if it announces itself aa the 
leader of the law-breakers of America? His col­ 
league had set the example before the people of 
proposing deliberately, and with a clear-sighted pur- 
jiose ahead, to violate the law Of the land. 
He 
hope « to nullify the law. 
Did his colleague reflect 
th at he m ust vitiate every election when he suc­ 
ceeded in breaking the law ? Suppose his lead were 
followed and the demand of the people for Special 
Deputies was refused ? Did he not see a possibility 
of vitiating every election in th at way—and yet he 
would destroy the validity of all Congressional elec­ 
tions rather than not enjoy the pleasure of being a 
leader of the lawbreakers of the land. 
He (Gar­ 
field) should deem it cowardly and dishonorable of 
him if he shirked behind his legislative privilege to 
dis.bey a provision of the supreme law ot the land. 
The issue had been gome what toned down from last 
year, but it was none the less dangerous. He would 
gladly waive all party advantage for the sake of that 
sweet, calm, manful peace that ought to reign in T his 
hall if everybody obeyed the law. Cut if the leaders 
on the other side answered th at they would still 
rush on their fate, still push upon the American 
people this issue, because they happened not to like 
the law, because they could not approve the charac­ 
ter of the law they would not let it be carried out, 
it was high time that the American people should 
know it. 
Here came in the Democratic party and 
id d , “ Any part of the law which we cannot repeal 
and do not like, w t will disobey.” The Constitution 
said th at the law should stand in m ajesty, in dignity, 
and in authority. 
Would the Democratic party, in 
spite of the Constitution, say th at if the law stood 
it should he a waste, a ruin, an obelisk crumbling 
under its displeasure; but which could not be re­ 
moved by its povi er. 
McMahon said Hayes and Burroughs had insulted 
the individual members of the Democratic party, 
and these insults were base lies. 
He referred Gar­ 
field to the nullification record of the Republican 
party in Ohio on the fugitive slave Jaw. 
[Derisive 
laughter on the Republican 6ide.J He warned the 
Republicans that it would be useless for them to 
flaunt the bloody shirt before th e American people, 
lit wished there was a statesm an on the o her side 
willing to rise above party strife, who could, like 
the President, «ay the»e was something else in the 
country besides mere party, who could overlook The 
past for a little while and let the country prepare 
for the great trials of the future. 
He alluded to the 
Monroe doctrine in connection with the Interoceanic 
Canal. No one could tell where the resolution which 
Congress would adopt on th at subject would lead the 
country, and yet gentlemen of the other side were 
charging Representatives from the South as being 
here ouiy through fraud aud violence. 
Ins tend of 
that, they should cultivate good feeling between 
the sections, so th at when trouble came it could be 
met by a united country. These intestinal divisions 
only invited attack, which would come sooner or 
later from the combined foreign powers, and in the 
meantime the ports of Boston and New York, and 
every other seaport of the country, were open to at­ 
tack from the ironc ad fleets of any European power. 
Coming back to the immediate discussion of the 
bill, he rem arked that the ir.cre fact of the Super­ 
visor law having been declared constitutional by the* 
Supreme Court d:«l not necessarily make it incum ­ 
bent on Congress to make appropriations to carry it 
out. 
Garfield had misquoted him. 
Garfield—Are you in faver of executing the elec­ 
tion laws? 
McMahon said not in the present shape of these 
laws ; but the Republicans would have a chance to 
prove their sincerity this session by voting on a bill 
for the appointm ent by Judges, not Marshals, of one 
Republican and one Democrat at each polling place, 
and also a Greenbacker where they had a showing. 
Garfield said the Republicans had made a stand­ 
ing offer of th at kind. 
W arner defended the power of Congress to con­ 
trol legislation through the purse. 
The general debate closed, and the bill was read 
by sections for amendments. 
Singleton, Chairman of tlie Committee on P rint­ 
ing, offered an amendment changing the method of 
electing the Congressional Printer. 
McMahon antagonized it by a point of order. 
The Speaker discussed thoroughly the points of 
order involved, and decided the am endm ent out of 
ontcr. 
This was the first decision under the new rules. 
McMahon moved to amend 
by appropriating 
£320,000 to pay the salaries and expenses oí agents 
and surveyors’ fees, and the expenses of gaugers and 
storekeepers. 
Agreed to. 
A tkins offered an amendment authorizing the 
Secretary of tbe Treasury to employ one of the 
revenue steam ers of the revenue marine now on the 
Pacific coast for the relief of the officers and crews of 
the whaling barks M ount Wollaston and Vigilant, 
now imprisoned in the Arctic ocean, and appro­ 
priating $6,900 for th at purpose. 
McMahon, from the Appropriation Committee, 
offered an am endm ent appropriating £0,500,000 for 
the paym ent of pensions to army pensioners. £140,­ 
000 for the paym ent of peiisiou- of navy pensioners, 
and $15,000 for the preparation of vouchers, etc. 
Reagan offered an amendment to the amendment, 
providing th at the provisions of th at section shall 
extend to all pensioners of the classes referred to in 
this section, and that the provisions of Section 4716 
of the Revised Statutes shall not apply to the exclu­ 
sion of any from benefits of its provisions. 
Hiscock raised a point of order against Reagan’s 
amendment. 
Reagan supported bis am endm ent 
He desired 
th at McMahat.’s amendment should apply to all 
alike, notwithstanding the provisions of the Re­ 
vised Statutes. 
Certainly Congress would not pur­ 
sue further the aged and decrepit, and deny them 
the bounty of the Government they served iu the 
days of its weakness and peril. 
After some debate upon the point of order, the 
committee rose, th at the Chairman m ight examine 
the fftints. 
Adjourned.

BOARD 
OF 
EDUCATION. 


S pecial M eetin g o f th e D irecto rs — Fro- 
p osed C hanges in le x t-E c o k s. 
The City Board of Education held a special 
meeting last evening. 
Directors Jam es 11c- 
Clatchy, S. W . B utler and W . It. Kuights, 
as the Committee on Itules and Regulations, 
presented a report striking out from the list 
of text-books W ilson’s Prim ary Speller, 
French’s F irst Lessons, Robinson’s Rudi­ 
ments, Swiiiton's W ord Analysis, and Crit­ 
tenden’s Commercial A rithmetic. The report 
was adopted. 
M r. H yde was granted permission to ar­ 
range w ith M r. Braddock to teach in the 
term of the night school in his stead for the 
rem ainder of the term. 
M r. Diamond addressed the Board relative 
to the guaranteeing by publishers of certain 
rates at which school books shall be retailed. 
The Board then took up the question of 
advertising for bids for the furnishing of 
school-books. 
The Board could nut be satis­ 
fied th at it can get publishers to guarantee at 
w hat rate school books shall be retailed. 
It 
appears th at w lieu the Board onee adopts a 
list of books, tho-e books must be used for 
four years; that the publishers, after adop­ 
tion, might put up the price ; th at if they did 
not, the retail dealers m ight put up the price. 
The Board was agreed th at it would only 
adopt books upon a contract secured ; that 
the books shall be supplied to the people of 
Sacramento at the prices named iu the bid 
for the full term of four years. 
The Board 
also was agreed th at the contracts should 
state 011 what term s the books to be adopted 
will be furnished in exchange for books now 
in use. 
IND. Diamond again addressed the Board, 
and said publishers had no interest in raising 
prices after adoption, because they were as 
anxious for future as for present contracts 
and could not in four years make enough to 
assume the risk of losing all future contracts, 
by cornering on the books under first con­ 
tracts. 
lie alleged th at ever since the war 
the prices have declined, and have never been 
raised. 
He represented the publishers of 
Kohiusou’s Arithmetics, and presented a form 
of contract his principals would accede to, 
guaranteeing “ exchange” ou certain terms, 
aud th at books shall be sold by the publishers 
at the rate bid, for the term of four years. 
H e urged that it was unjust to bind the pub­ 
lishers against the retailers’ possible act, and 
thought the Board should bind the retail 
dealer itself; or the publishers would sell 
direct to the Board.* 
The Board then resolved to advertise for 
twit weeks for bids for books as follows, being 
the list reported in favor of by the Superin­ 
tendent, but not yet adopted as the text­ 
books for use in Sacramento : 
For Prim ary and Gram mar Schools—Series 
readers (5), intellectual arithmetic, complete 
arithmetic, comprehensive grammar, prim ary 
geography, comprehensive geography.

A D elegation of E an k ers a n d O thers C£U 
upon th e G overnor and a s k him 
to V eto the Bill. 


A delegation representing the principal 
savings banks of San Francisco, Oakland, 
and other places, called upon the Governor 
yesterday afternoon at the Executive office in 
the Capitol, to protest against the revenue 
and taxation bill which recently passed the 
Legislature, and to petition the Governor to 
exercise his prerogative by vetoing the bill. 
Among those present were Jam es de Frem- 
ery, D. C. M cRuer, W . A . Aldrich, Jerom e 
Lincoln, O. F. Von Rhein, L. G ottig and 
John Ziegenbein from San Francisco ; Sam­ 
uel M erritt, E . C. Sessions and II. A. Palm ­ 
er, Oakland ; John O’Brien and L. U . Ship- 
pee, Stockton, besides a large num ber of 
Senators and Assemblymen aud prominent 
citizens of Sacramento. 
A t the commence­ 
m ent of the interview 1). C. M cRuer said 
he was requested, in behalf of the gentlemen 
present, to read the following address : 
To His Excellency George C. Perkins, Governor 
of the Slate of California : The undersigned officers 
of savings banks respectfully call the attention of 
your Excellency to the express provision for double 
taxation contained in the revenue and taxation bill 
(Assembly Bill No. 404), which now awaits your ap­ 
pro va or disapproval. 
We refer to the requirements that deposits shall 
be assessed for taxation to their respective owners; 
at the &yne time that the banks in which they are 
lodged are assessed on all their assetsTiot exempt 
from taxation. 
It is self-evident that when the de- 
l*ositor’í» money is taxed in the form of coin in the 
bank vault, or in the shape of mortgages or other 
loans made by the b»nk, such tax diminishes his 
dividend, and is on fcte part a very palpable contri­ 
bution to the support of government. 
If in addi­ 
tion his credit or joas-bouk is taxed, it is double 
taxation. 
Mo rever, as the assets of savings banks are in 
part, and in some cases in large part. United States 
bonds, m»t taxable, the depositor who is assessed 
for his credit or pass-book pays in part taxes on 
property which is by the United States laws exempt 
from such burden. The justice which should per­ 
vade all legislation—public policy, which should en­ 
courage provident habits and equity as between the 
taxpayers, demand that the depositor should not be 
burdened with such double tax, when all other cit­ 
izens pay but once, nor with such single tax upon 
property exempt by t* t laws of the Jnited States. 
The depositors themselves have already reinonstra 
ted against the injustice by the presentation to the 
Legislature of numerou ly signed petitions, to 
which the undersigned beg leave to refer. 
They 
have failed to prevent the imposition of the double 
tax referred to. The undersigned submit that the 
bill state», in effect and in positive terms, though 
not in these precise words: “ All property in the 
State shall be taxed once, except deposits in savings 
banks, which shall be taxed twice.” A practical re­ 
sult of the proposed legislation, worthy of every 
careful consideration, is the following: 
* 
The onerous discriminating taxation in question 
will so far reduce the net, income of savings bank 
depositors that other investrmfhta will be sought. 
United States bonds and bonds of the several Slates 
and of railroads and other corporations will be pur­ 
chased, the effect being the withdrawal from circula­ 
tion and active use in California of these funds which 
have so long and so materially aided in developing 
the resources of the State and which has contributed 
so largely to the grow'th of towns and cities, and by 
means of which pe: sons of moderate moans have 
been enabled to acquire farms and homesteads. 
VYheu the loanable funds in a community are main­ 
ly those of capitalists, who lend only iu large sums 
and whose loans arc made solely with reference to 
their own immediate interest and convenience, the 
class of people who borrow money will rtalizo the 
' i they sustain by the crippling or crushing out of 
savings banks. 
In behalf of their depositors, in 
fur. Iterance of the true principles of republican gov­ 
ernment—in the interest of the public, which 
needs savings hanks, as evidenced by the large 
number, as well of their depositors as of their bor­ 
rowers, and in accordance with the views laid down 
iu your Excellency’s iuaugural address, wherein you 
declare yourself as most emphatically and unalter­ 
ably opined to double taxation—the undersigned 
respectfully and earnestly appeal to yeur Excellency 
to exercise the high prerogative of your office by 
vetoing the revenue and t txation bill iu question, 
on the ground lh*at it is unequal and unjuet, 
placing as it does an undue share of taxation ou the 
shoulders of savings bank depositors, whose only 
ffensc in this connection is that they arc prudent, 
industrious and thrifty. 
(Signed,) James de Frcmery, President San Fran­ 
cisco Savings Union ; L. Gottig, President German 
Savings Loan Society; Miles I>. Sweeney, President 
Hibernia Savings and 
Loan 
Society; Samuel 
Cowles, President of the Savings and Loan Society ; 
Security Savings Bank, by Jerome Lincoln, Vice­ 
President ; A. Weill, President Franco-American 
Savings Bank ; Adolph C. Weber, President Hum­ 
boldt pavings and Loan Society. 
A t the conclusion of the reading Mr. Mc­ 
Ruer further stated th at if the present bill 
should become a law it would not ouly effect 
a great «hardship and injustice to the de­ 
positors in these banks, which are largely 
smell depositors, but would also prove disas­ 
trous to 
the financial interests of 
the 
State, for if these savings banks are com­ 
pelled 
to pay 
2 
or 
more 
per 
cent, 
greater tax than other institutions, they will 
all go out of existence ; th at they had been of 
vast benefit to the interests of the State. 
It 
seems that the only justification for signing 
the bill would be upon the ground th at this 
tax cannot he collected from the depositors. 
The presumption is th at this law will be en­ 
forced, and, if it is enforced, it will be a great 
burden upon those wrho deposit their savings 
in these institutions. 
I t will also have a ten- 
iency to corrupt these depositors. 
They will 
feel justified in avoiding to pay the pecoud 
tax upon this property, aud we think th at if 
you withhold your approval of this bill you 
will be acting within the spirit of the Consti­ 
tution. 
The Governor—I would like to have those 
present who have considered this bill so thor­ 
oughly in the Legislature have an opportunity 
to a. k questions if they desire. 
M r. Wendell—IIow can we exempt this 
form of credit in savings banks aud still tax 
all other credits in the State ? 
Answer—In the case of commercial banks 
they pay on their assets. 
The assets of sav­ 
ing banks are in mortgages which are subject 
to taxation, and they are not allowed to de­ 
duct w hat is owing their depositors : if they 
were, there would be no objection to this bill. 
Question—Are not commercial banks taxed 
upon their mortgages ? 
Answer—Yes, but they do not let their 
money ou real estate, as a general thin? ; but 
whenever they did, then there would be 
double taxation. 
Their money is mostly 
loaned upon indorsed paper, aud they thereby 
escape principally the evils of this bill. 
The 
direct operation of this law will he to tax 
savings bank depositors double to that taxed 
to any other individuals. 
Mr. Enos—How would you have drawn the 
bill, so as to have avoided this so-called 
double taxation ? 
Answer—TheConstitutionrequires all prop­ 
erty to be assessed in proportion to its value. 
If 1 have a thousand dollars and yóu another 
thousand, it does not require th at your money 
shall lie taxed twice because I invest mine 
simply in another way. 
Governor—Do you not believe that the 
Constitution, in taxm g credits, admits of 
double taxation ? 
Answer—No, I don’t believe the spirit of 
the Constitution admits of that. 
Governor—B ut the letter does, does it not ? 
Answer—Well, th at’s questionable. 
Governor—If the Constitution permits or 
directs this double taxation, then where can 
you find authority for me to withhold my 
signature from this bill? 
M r. Sears called attention to the fact th at 
this discussion w-as taking a different rauge, 
a*d different direction, from what it did in 
the Senate, and he would like to have it de­ 
fined whether a depositor in a savings bank 
made the bank Da agent, or did the bank be­ 
come a b< rrower ? 
Mr. Wendell replied that if he makes a 
special deposit then the bank has nothing to 
do w ith it, but if the bank treats it as its own 
then that, is another thing. 
If the money 
still belongs to the depositor after it goes into 
the savings bank, then does the depositor 
have any interest in the security ? 
M r. Aldrich—Yes, he has an interest all 
the way through. 
A better explanation is 
this : 
A capitalist in England sends money 
to an agent in San Francisco for investment 
upon real estate. 
I t is invested, andUhere is 
but one tax. 
A depositor goes to a savings 
bank and puts his money in. there as his 
agent, and the bank loans it for him. 
The 
bank is taxed upon the mortgage, and the de­ 
positor is also taxed upon his credit with the 
bank, and there is double taxation. 
Do the 
gentlemen from the Senate, who defend this 
fiill, adm it th at double taxation is contained 
in the Constitution ? 
Mr. W endell—According to m y views of 
the Constitution there is no double taxation 
in it, but according to yours there is. 
Mr. McRuer—Does the Constitution justify 
double taxation ? 
Mr. W endell—W hat you call double tax­ 
ation, it requires. 
The Governor—I would like to direct the 
attention of the gentlemen to the point, th at 
if the Constitution admits of doubly taxation, 
upon what ground can the Executive be asked 
not to sign this bill ? 
The sentiment of the 
people of the State, as expressed through the 
members of the Assembly, is almost unani­ 
mously iu favor of the bilL 
They say the 
bill is acceptable to them, and they want it. 
If the bill, then, is constitutional, has the 
Executive any right, even if his views are 
not in accord with the Constitution, to w ith­ 
hold his signature from it? 
II another bill 
cannot now be framed so as to be acceptable 
to all, and if by not signing the present bill, 
the State would be w ithout a revenue law 
after the first of Ju ly next, then does not 
the good of 
the 
greatest 
number 
of 
the 
people 
require 
tie 
Executive 
to 
give his approval to this bill, and then at 
the end of a few months, when the leg isla­ 
ture meets again, if the law is not acceptable 
it can be remedied. 
IV ould not that be the 
course required of the Executive? The pub­ 
lic sentim ent outside of the cities is in favor 
of this bUl, and I think the Executive has no 
right, whatever bis individual opinion may 
be, to interpose the prerogative under the 
Constitution, unless it is, first, unconstitu­ 
tional, or, secondly, th at it would produce 
some great Dublic calamity or be disastrous. 
Mr. M cRuer—I should be guided by m y 


own convictions and w hat I thought was 
the public sentim ent of a good class cf the 
people upon this subject. 
I t is not every 
class th at is capable of judgiug. 
The Governor—Well, we will take the in­ 
stance here of N apa and Solano counties; 
they seem to be a fair representation of the 
intelligence of the State, and they seem to be 
in harmony with their representatives here in 
the Assembly. 
Mr. Leach—I can tell you, gentlemen, this 
bill is according to the general sentim ent of 
the people of the State upon this subject, 
ami if the Governor should veto this bill there 
will be a Legislature sent here next session 
th at will pass a law three times worse than 
this one. 
Mr. Aldrich—If the savings banks are 
wrong and should be disposed of, then legis­ 
late them out of existence, but don’t do it by 
double taxation. 
Mr. llartson said he Lad no doubt about 
the legality of this bill, and he would lay 
down this proposition : No man or institution 
is twice taxed for the same property. 
• 
Question—Do you mean to say, then, that 
there is no double assessment? 
Answer—I mean to say that no jnan or in­ 
stitution is twice taxed for the same prop­ 
erty. 
Suppose I were going to build this 
Capitol, and I went to a man and borrowed 
a million dollars? 
A fter the building is 
done, the Assessor comes around aud assesses 
the building; that is my property; he also as­ 
sesses the note to the man ; th at is his prop­ 
erty. 
Banks and individuals are on pre­ 
cisely the same basis. 
If an individual bor­ 
rowed 5510,000 on the first day of M arch, and 
on the first Monday in March, at noon, he 
bad th at money in his pocket, he would be 
taxed for the money, and the person making 
the loan would be taxed also. 
If the money 
was invested by the burrower in cattle, the 
cattle would be taxed, and the person who held 
the note would also be taxed. 
If the money 
was for constructing a “Louse, the building 
would be taxed and the note also, so that 
banks aad individuals are on precisely the 
same basis. 
If the principle to exempt the 
banks was adopted, it would exem pt nearly 
all the property in the State, and the pres­ 
ent system of constitutional taxation would 
be annulled. 
To exempt the banks would re­ 
lease at least §50,000,000 from taxation, and 
the sum which they should pay as taxes 
would have to be paid upon other property in 
the State. 
The Governor—W ill not this law discrimi­ 
nate in favor of commercial banks as against 
savings banks? 
Answer—No, sir. 
The law knows no dif­ 
ference between them. 
1 may say I have 
had an interest experience in both commer­ 
cial and savings banks, and I tell you this, 
that whenever a savings bank has a reserve 
fund or capital paid in of $200,000, sthey 
are 
as 
unlimited 
in 
their 
method 
of business as the Nevada Bank, and there 
are at least eleven now in the State in that 
condition, and if they do not do a general 
commercial banking business it’s ouly be­ 
cause they do not choose to do so. 
These 
banks get from 12 to 15 per cant, for their 
loans, and not more thau two-thirds of this 
amount received upon loans ever reaches the 
de|iositors, and the balance is absorbed by the 
managers, who have a little bank within the 
bank, or an imperium in imperio. 
T hat’s 
w hat these savings banks are doing, and 
th at’s where Mr. B urr got his §500,000 th at 
he's g it laid away. 
M r. Aldrich—T hat’s false—it is not true. 
Messrs. DeFremery, McRuse and several 
others made replies or asked questions in a 
decidedly pointed manner a t this juncture of 
his remarks, and without regard to courtesies 
or waiting for rounded answers. 
The spirit of the discussion was acrimo­ 
nious and at times decidedly ill-natured. 
During the delivery of Mr. H artsou’s re­ 
marks lie was frequently 
interrupted by 
questions from the gentlemeu representing 
the other side. 
The apology for this was 
that the gentlemen from San Francisco de­ 
sired to return by the afternoon train, and 
Mr. llartson was occupying all the time. 
W hen llartson denounced the management 
of savings banks in general as dishonest, and 
cited the loans made to Finney in support of 
his assertion, Mr. Aldrich m et the state­ 
ments by retorting w ith the charge of willful 
falsehood on the part of the speaker. 
In the 
full tiile of Mr. H artson’s discourse, the par­ 
ties from San Francisco arose and declared 
they could not stay longer, and abruptly 
taking their leave of the Governor, they 
brought Mr. H artson’s speech to a sudden 
and uuliniohcd term ination.

Further Testimony Concerning Its Ka-n- 
agement. 


The examination of witnesses in regard to 
the charges th at had been made iu the Sun­ 
day Leader against J . It. Laine, Superin­ 
tendent of the County Hospital, was resumed 
yesterday morning iu the office of that insti­ 
tution, w ith all the members cf the Board of 
Supervisors present. 
The entire day was 
spent in the hearing of the evidence. 
The 
principals iu the investigation were only pre­ 
vented from severely personal remarks by 
vigorous orders from the Chairman. 
Charles English, the first witness examined, 
testified as follows : Have been in the hospi 
tal since October, 1879; knew Horstmeyer 
and Schneider, the nurse ; never knew H orst­ 
meyer to complain for want of clothing, or 
Laine to refuse i t ; he always had clothing 
enough ; I knew Sm ith also, but never heard 
him ask for anything he did not g e t; he was 
well treated ; know Jam es Lutterw orth ; I 
know how often he has been here, as I in­ 
dexed the old books, which had been neg­ 
lected 
before 
D r. 
Laine 
came 
h e re ; 
within 
six 
months 
the 
difference 
in 
his age, 'as shown by the books, was 22 
y ears; I heard Lainfc and M r. Knowles, a 
visitor, engaged in a conversation ; Laine 
said he was trying to induce Butterw orth to 
be clean, and kept his clothes from iiim for a 
day or two, and would let him have them the 
next day. 
Cross-examined—Sm ith was in the ward 
with nie ; he frequently got chicken and 
other articles not generally furnished; he 
was allowed whisky and wine, as he was con­ 
sumptive ; B utterw orth had the paralysis ; I 
was near Knowles and Laine when they were 
talking', but did not hear Laine say he was 
punishing B utterw orth; lie was put to bed 
eight days before, but was out with his 
clothes the next day after the conversation. 
John K ane sworn : Came here as a patient 
last September ; knew John Sm ith w ell; vis­ 
ited him in the hospital every day ; when I 
first came here he complained of bad treat­ 
ment under the old administration, but I)r. 
Laiue had treated him w ell; I know he had 
some stimulants ; he told me he had been 
well treated by- Dr. Laine ; never knew him 
to coruplaiu for want of gin. 
• 
Robert Bley sworn : Came here November 
21st of last year ; am a nurse ; Horstm eyer 
and Sm ith were living there ; Horstm eyer 
had two blankets, and he never complained 
for want of them ; he often said he was too 
warm, and asked me to remove the blankets; 
never heard Smitfc complain ; knew he had 
stim ulants; the 
physician 
every 
morn­ 
ing visits 
both 
the 
sick 
and paupers, 
aud 
orders what 
they wish ; 
he 
vis­ 
its 
the 
sick 
oftener, 
if 
necessary ; 
knew Mrs. C antw ell; sat up nearly all night 
with her the night she was so crazy ; I tended 
to her and she was well treated ; no nurse ran 
away in fear ; know Butter worth ; lie was 
not clean; until after he was blistered he 
would uot sweep about his bed as lie was 
asked to d o ; I heard Laine tell him a blister 
would do him good ; I-put a Hy blister on 
h im ; they are often used; I took it off 
twenty-five minutes after putting it on and 
then dressed the blister properly ; dressed it 
seven or eight times before it healed; zinc 
oxide powder was put on as is usual; did not 
know or hear th at it was done for punish­ 
ment ; never heard the physician threaten to 
punish anyone; he was given medicine to 
loosen his bow els; he was given plenty of tea 
and bread, also got coffee for breakfast; pa­ 
tients are sometimes given light diet. 
Cross-examined—I am a general nurse and 
go in all wards ; Mrs. Anderson had a com­ 
petent nurse ; th at night she was so bad the 
doctor was uot seut fur as there was no ne­ 
cessity for it. 
I applied one blister to B ut­ 
terworth, aud seven healing plasters ; do not 
know w hat he was dieted for, but he was 
coustipated ; do not think he was very eiek ; 
he said once he was aged 62, then 74, then 80 
years; Mrs. Andeyson died of consumption; 
the morning she died the doctor went to see 
her ; dire.tly after leaving her she sent for 
him and he went at once ; Mrs. Lynch came 
here ; she said she would not he confined for 
four or five w eeks; do not know who was 
present when she was confined ; the day be­ 
fore the birth 1 vas in the w ard ; some one 
spoke of her condition, and she said she would 
not be confined for a month, and the doctor 
-aid so too, and also the women of the ward ; 
it was a prenurture birth ; I know nothing of 
Mrs. Lynch’s character personally. 
Thomas Sheehan sw orn: 
H ave been a 
nurse here since the uew year begun ; know 
liufterworth ; he often refused to attend to 
his bed and was insolent; he never com­ 
plained of pain except in his back, saving it 
was caused by being run over years ago ; he 
told Dr. Laine so, and asked to have some­ 
thing put on his back ; a blister was then put 
on ; he was there in bed seven days ; never 
heard of anybody being " jalluped ” here ; he 
was given ail the bread and tea or coffee that 
lie wanted during the seven days, and several 
limes dried apples ; never heard anything 
being said about punishm ent; the members 
of the poorhouse are expected to clean tin ir 
own beds ; they are not required to do so if 
feeble; he was put to bed so his back could 
be treated ; his clothes were taken away so 
we could keep him in bed. 
Daniel K ienbortz testified : Am a stew­ 
ard, and put up medicine for patients ; it is 
customary for the physician and myself to­ 
gether to visit all the patients every rriorn- 
iug; I knew H orstm eyer and Smith ; never 
knew Sm ith to ask for gin ; think f gave him 
stimulants once on I.aine's order ; it is his 
custom to give consumptives liquor; never 
knew any patients to work without stock­ 
ings ; have been in San Francisco County 
Hospital ; think this is far better managed in 
every respect; 
when M rs, Anderson was 
dying 1 was there ; she gav»‘ Dr. l.aine $10, 
and he said he would take care of i t ; know 
Butterw orth was put to bed ; he complained 
of severe pain iu the back, and asked for it 
to be treated ; the doctor examined him and 
ordered a plaster; his clothes were taken to 
keep him iu bed ; since then he has cleaned 
his bed and not complained, and has gone to 
town several “times ; I think he is cured; 
don’t think it was done to punish him ; I 
gave him a purgative composed of bicarbonate 
of soda, compound 
spirits 
of 
lavender 
and 
cape 
aloes; 
it 
is 
a 
etrong 
remedy, 
and 
we 
gave 
him 
a 
good 
dose, for he needed i t ; we applied but one 
blister, and it was perfectly dressed when the 
desired effect was had. 
Mrs. Lynch was 
here, and gave birth to a child. 
I have ad­ 
ministered th at purgative to almost every­ 
one in the hospital and have taken an ounce 
aud three quarters m yself; never knew Dr. 
Laine to punish a patient for not working ; 
never heard Mrs. Lynch, M rs. Anderson or 
the nurses coruplaiu of bad treatm ent from 
D r. I.airie. 
Peter Grierson testified as follows : Have 
been an inm ate since October 25, 1879, to 
Marcli 4th ; had the dysentery a .d dropsy; I 
was well treated, and have no complaint to 
make ; have taken that purgative, and think 
it a good, judicious one. 
J . W. Thompson sworn : W as an inmate 
of the hospital three w eeks; was well satis­ 
fied with uiy treatm ent, and there was gen­ 
eral satisfaction here ; never knew any cruel 
treatm ent. 
The prosecution stated th at they were will­ 
ing to adm it that the general management 
was good, and only asked for an investigation 
of the specific charges th at had been made, 
and not a peneral investigation. 
Supervisor Bauer said the Board intended 
to find out all about the matter, and if there 
was ground 
for complaint in any case, 
w hether or not publication had been made. 
H erm an Shute stated he had been an in­ 
mate and was well treated, and knew of no 
oue being mistreated. 
There was no com­ 
plaint in m y ward. 
John N . Larkin, when sworn, refused to 
state who was the author of certain articles 
in the paper ; it may have been stated in the 
Leader that the hospital was managed in an 
inhumane m anner; 1 am responsible for 
what we have published ; I will not tell who 
dictated the first abusive article ; I refuse to 
answer who was the author of the first arti­ 
cle published. 
Cross-examined—I was never biased in the 
E 
ublication of the articles ; never knew Dr. 
,aine ; thought the publication was due the 
public ; I will not say whether I offered to 
support M r. Lansing for office four years 
ago ; did not offer to support M att K arcber 
for $100. 
George W . Brink sworn : 
Have been a 
consumptive patient and been well treated, 
and so have others ; the management is bet­ 
ter than under the previous physician. 
Objection being made to the introduction 
of testimony concerning the former manage­ 
ment of the Hospital, Supervisor Bailey 
moved th a t all such testimony be stricken 
out. 
. 
M r. Beckley seconded the motion, and said 
he wanted to know everything in connection 
with the management of the H ospital at all 
times, so th at Dr. Laine can have an oppor­ 
tunity of showing whether the management 
is better or worse than th at of other physi­ 
cians. 
Dr. Laine asked th at testimony which re­ 
flected upon former physicians be stricken 
out, and the request was granted. 
H . W . Nelson testified as follows: 
Am a 
physician; have frequently used blisters ; 
have applied them to the backs of patients ; 
sometimes we repeat the treatm en t; there 
are various ways of dressing the blister. 
The witness then gave a description of the 
various methods used by himself, one of which 
was the same as th at said to have been ap­ 
plied to B utterw orth. 
I think the purgative 
exhibited is a good aud proper one. 
Oxide 
of zinc relieves instead of irritating a raw 
su rfa c e; 
know 
nothing ef Butterw orth’s 
case. 
M rs. Alma Beckley sworn : 
Have_ been 
m atron and nurse since April 4, 1979; I 


knew Mrs. L y n ch ; was with her the night 
the child was bom ; she did not send for Dr. 
Laine until I went, when tlie child was born ; 
Dr. Laine asked her to take a private ward, 
but she declined to do so ; she did not ask the 
uhysician to sit up with her ; he reached the 
bs J sboift five minutes after the child was de­ 
livered ; the child was dead ; she never com­ 
plained o» her treatm e n t; I knew Mrs. A n­ 
derson ; I itk e d the doctor to come to see 
her when sHe wag dying; he came in fifteen 
m inutes; ehe livet! an hour or more, and 
asked the doctor to take care of §10 which 
she had ; she was not dsad when he reached 
her, as they charge ; th at account published 
is not true. 
I knew Mrs. Cantwell, whom 
they speak o f ; she was treated w ell: had 
everything th at she wanted ; don’t know 
th at she attacked another in m a te ; never 
knew Dr. Laine to punish any oue for not 
working. 
Mrs. Emm a Phillips sworn : IVas in the 
ward with M rs. Lynch ; when her child was 
born no one was present but me, but in a few 
minutes Mrs. Beckley and Dr. Laine came ; 
she sent for him about half-past 9 ; he came 
and said he thought she would not need him 
soon ; she said she thuoghtshe would not but 
things had changed; she sent for him again 
just before the child was delivered aud he did 
uot get there until directly afterw ard; Mrs. 
Beckley came just before but went out and 
came back with Dr. Laine ; I was the only 
one present when it was born. 
I was near 
Mrs. Cantwell the evening she was delirious ; 
she attacked no one but was crying; she sent 
for the doctor, 
or 
asked 
the nurse to 
go for liiui; he did not come ; don’t know 
whether he was called ; that was about sup­ 
per tim e; afterwards she was iu the room 
and had convulsions and the nurse came and 
we put her to bed ; the night before she was 
raving and they tied her in bed with bheets ; 
the doctor was not there either time ; I don’t 
know whether D r. Laine was called that 
night, or whether he was in the hospital at 
supper time when we wanted him ; I have 
never threatened to testify- against the man­ 
ager of the hospital; th at woman was not 
very violent: the statem ent published is not 
true about her violence; she ought nut to 
have been allowed ber liberty, but need not 
have been tied ; think Dr. Laine should have 
goue to see her ; she had ague and was given 
a bottle of medicine which she kept on a 
chair ; she could not read and prokaidy took 
as much as she wanted ; she went crazy very 
suddenly ; she died the next day. 
Mrs. M ary Edward M uirhead, being called 
by the prosecution, testified : Am a sworn 
physician aud a patient ; believed the woman 
had to be tied; she did grow violent and 
abuse another w om an; 
she was delirious 
before she took the medicine ; think she had 
inflammation of the brain, and a sedative 
would-not have quieted h e r; the doctor did 
his whole duty ; think he was in the city on 
business th at evening ; she was very danger­ 
ous and frightened m e ; she was granted 
privileges, and even allowed to smoke, though 
it was.against the rules ; he was always kind 
aud attentive to her. aud offered tu^teud fur 
her friends; D r. Laine was with Tier fre­ 
quently about the time of her death, and 
could not have saved her if he had been with 
her all the time.

W eatlirr-Orop Prospects. 
Calistooa, March 17th.—The weather here 
for the past few weeks has been the most pe­ 
culiar experienced during the past 25 years. 
The gale last week in this portion of the val­ 
ley destroyed hams and fences valued at 
34,000 or 05,000, besides drying the ground 
aud retardiug vegetation to such an extent 
that unless rain and warm weather soon ar­ 
rives the crops will prove exceedingly light. 
This morning a slight shower of rain fell, and 
the hiil tops in the vicinity are covered with 
snow, the latter a very unusual Bight at this 
time of year. 
N apa, M arch 17th.—The heavy north 
■winds which prevailed during most of the 
past week have given way to refreshing 
showers. Rain commenced falling last night. 
The grain in this valley will be much bene­ 
fited thereby, as well as the grass lands. The 
hill pasturage is poor, and no amount of rain 
can now make it equal to average years, as it 
has but a short time ill which to grow. The 
stock are not suffering, but much extra feed­ 
ing will have to he done during the next 
three or four months. The recent frosts have 
damaged the fruit in a few places in the val­ 
ley, but the present prospect for a large yield 
is very good. More land has been seeded to 
gVain in this county this season than in many 
previous years. The outlook is exceedingly 
favorable. 
Marysville, March 17th —The weather is 
nnpropitious for a favorable observation of 
the occupation of the planet M ars this even­ 
ing.

Learn to givo 
Money to colleges while you live, 
having since 1870 given Harvard College 
5230,000, only §05,000 of which has ever 
been reported to the public. His gifts are 
made in the sensible way of supplying what 
he sees to be needed, and only President 
Eliot has known about it. Although best 
known as a scientist, he is manager of one 
of the best copper mines in the world. 
On Sunday the teacher of a Sunday- 
school class in one of the East Bridgeport 
churches gave the little ones a description 
of the flood, and when she finished in­ 
quired if any one could tell her who went 
into the ark with the animals ? A perfect 
chorus of hands flew up in response.
